no uncertain terms the “five distinct 
monopolies,” which, he said, “have 
America in their grasp at all times.” 
These monopolies, he asserted, were 
those which control public utilities, 
middlemen, natural resources, banking 
and railroads. 
Scores Banking System 
His criticism of 
ing system was particul 
saying th at “th<v banking magnates 
control packing industries, tariffs, in­ 
terest rates, railroads and all fo rm s; 
of public utilities, by checking the 
flow' of national credit.” 
He declared 
that a man who was named by the 
Punjo committee, which investigated 
the so-called “money tru st” back in 
1910, as one of the men responsible 
for the situation, was made chair-! 
man of the Federal Reserve banking * 
system, 
which 
the 
committee 
ap­ 
proved, and the “money trust goes on 
just the same.” 
After asserting that “a monopoly is 
a law' made power to use a public 
right for private gain,” Mr. Starr told 
his hearers that the way out was “to 
let the government assume and assert 
its constituted power to perform i t s , 
functions, instead of turning th e m } 
over to private powers.” 
Farm Situation 
The farmer creates wealth, and un­ 
less the farmer is prosperous, no other j 
group can be, because he is at the 
basis of the economic structure of life. • 
he declared, adding that “there is a 
constant stream of wealth flowing 
hack and forth between the town and j 
the farm,” and when either flow is I 
checked, he said, both groups suffer.
